stru ctio n s in e lem en tary electrical e n ­ 
gineering, telegraphy, telephony and 
radio work, besides p ractice in the 
telegraph code. 
In addition to this 
w ork given by the college, the m ili­ 
tary officers give Instructions in sig­ 
nal corps drill and in th e use of the 
various m ethods of com m unication e m ­ 
ployed by th e signal corps. 
It is no uncom m on sight 
to 
See 
groups of m en out afte r d ark signaling 
across th e cam pus with the night sig­ 
naling devices. 
Some of the m en have 
established com m unication w ith Bryan, 
five m iles away, by m ean s of light gig 
aals. 
Signaling w ith sm oke 
bombs, 
rockets, etc., will be ta k e n up soon, 
and this will be followed 
by 
rad'o 
work. 
T h e m en are very en th u siastic in 
their work, and Prof. Bolton, 
under 
whose supervision the Instruction is 
being given, speaks very highly of the 
class w ork which the stu d e n ts a re do­ 
ing. 
In addition to the work being giv­ 
en to the signal corps com pany, th ere 
are a n u m b er of young m en enrolled in 
the new courses which the A. and M 
is offering for m en who wish to pre 
pare for service in the signal corps of 
the a rm y or who wish to qualify as 
radio o p erato rs for the navy. 
At the req u est of the governm ent 
auth o rities the college lias in au g u ral 
ed tw o courses, one of w hich Is sim i­ 
lar to th a t being given the m en sent to 
the college by the governm ent, and tho 
o th er a modified course intended to 
give a w orking 
know ledge 
of 
tele 
g rap h y and radio work in a sh o rter 
time. 
T hrough the co operation of the 
m ilitary au thorities the stu d e n ts who 
are tak in g the courses are allowed to 
train with the enlisted m em bers of the 
signal corps, thus gaining a know ledge 
of the use of signal corps in stru m en ts 
and equipm ent, which can only be ob­ 
tained by practice. 
W hen th o se stu d en ts attain the prop 
or degree of proficiency they will be 
given certificates a tte stin g to this fact 
and in the case of men of d ra ft age 
their n am es will be reported to the a u ­ 
thorities at W ashington, so th a t they 
can be used w here th eir service will 
be m ost needed. 
T h ere is 
such 
a 
scarcity of qualified 
o p erato rs 
that 
several young men have becom e In 
terested In p reparing them selves for 
more effective service w hen th e y en 
ter the m ilitary organization. 
A nother point In favor of th e course 
is th a t it provides a train in g which 
can be used as a m eans of livelihood 
after the w ar, as the men will be well 
qualified as telegraph operators.

T his is 
augm ented 
by th e exceedingly dry w eather, which 
causes a lack of green feed. Green 
feed is essen tial to satisfactory egg 
production. T h e cold w eath er during 
the early p a rt of Decem ber has re su lt­ 
ed in a decrease of about 50 per cent 
in production. T his will undoubtedly 
again ad v an ce the to s t of eggs to 75 
cents or probably more. It Is doubtful 
w hether they will be profitable at th at 
price.

In spite 
of their strange surroundings, he says, 
they carry on th eir work 
as 
usual. 
They shuffle the sam e dances, and sing 
the sam e plantation melodies as at 
home. 
They have no use for the Senegalese 
—"French 
niggers” 
as 
called— be­ 
cause they w ear monkey caps, have 
rings in th eir ears and "don’t talk 
sense.” 
The native w it and constant 
good hum or of these stevedores have 
made them a joy and delight to the 
officers and men who come in contact 
w ith them . 
M oreover, they are living 
up to the best traditions of the Am eri­ 
can negro. 
W riting from a port in France, Mr. 
K ahn says: 
"It’s against the rules to mention 
nam es when you w rite about enlisted 
men of the American experitionarv 
forces, but even the hardest-hearted 
censor will adm it that 
no 
m ilitary 
secret is divulged in this Interview 
with Mr. Sylvester Bogus Johnson, of 
N ashville Tennessee, a m em ber of a 
regim ent of negro stevedores. 
"Mr. Johnson was strid in g on the 
dock looking over an expanse of salt 
w ater such as he had never seen at 
Nashville. 
He started the conversa­ 
tion w ithout any pream ble from me.

side or the other. He was regarded as 
strong, earnest, upright and honest 
counselor and a diligent worker and 
able pleader in the court room. 
Pos 
sesslng a strong mind and a marvelous 
memory, he was able to so arrange the 
details of a case in his mind that all 
these facts could be called up almost 
without reference to the papers, and 
as has been demonstrated in many 
cases he was able to direct his assist 
ants to the page number of books and 
papers without reference to notes. 
Judge Doremus was married in Bry­ 
an to Miss Ozela Pugh, a member of 
a distinguished Mississippi family, of 
whom there were several brothers of 
Mrs. Doremus, all of whom were in 
the medical profession. One of these 
is a resident of Hearne at this time 
To Judge and Mrs. Doremus were 
born three sons and a daughter, all of 
whom with Mrs. Doremus survive and 
are grown and out in life for them­ 
selves.

Austin, Dec. 20.—Accidents number 
ing 14,513 were reported to the state 
industrial accident board during the 
first three months of the present fis­

Franklin, Texas, Dec. 22.—The road 
bond election held here Thursday to 
determine whether or not road 
im­ 
provement bonds in the sum of $75,000 
should be issued, resulted in a five to 
one vote in favor of the* bonds.

vote was 208 for and 40 against. The 
district in which the bonds were voted 
is composed of parts of the Franklin 
and Wheelock voting precincts, and 
the main road beginning at tile south 
line of the Bremond precinct and run­ 
ning south through Franklin and the 
Wheelock to the Brazos county line, 
where it will connect with 
an 
inter­ 
county highway running through the 
counties of Robertson and Brazos be 
tween Bremond and Bryan. This route 
has already been designated as an in­ 
ter-county highway and State aid has 
been promised. 
This route will 
be 
several miles shorter than the Meridi­ 
an highway now connecting Bremond 
and Bryan.
